“Even as I have seen, they that plow iniquity, and 
sow wickedness, reap the same.”—Job 4:8. 
This statement came sarcastically from the lips of one 
of Job’s false friends who had arrived to comfort him in the 


midst of his trials and misfortunes. 
It is the Old Testament parallel to the New 
Testament version of the same truth: 


than sarcasm. 


But it contains far more 


“Whatsoever a man 


soweth, that shall he also reap.” It is a law of God thus stat- 
ed. It is as true as the law of gravity or the law of centrifugal 


force. 


I have chosen this text because 
of its opening words, “as I have 
seen,” Here is a fact of observa- 
tion and experience, Here is a 
truth with better backing than 
the test tube, than the laboratory, 
than the findings of scientific re- 
search. It is a truth of the cobble- 
stones. It belongs to the fields and 
highways and marts of trade. You 
will find its verification every- 
where. I doubt if anybody could 
look back over the years and fail 
to discover a telling illustration. 
All you have to do is look about 
you, remember your next-door 
neighbors, recall your earlier 
companions, possibly bring back 
with sorrow what happened in 
your own home, 

This truth would be truth had 
no Bible been written. Even if 
God had not spoken to man by 
way of revelation and warned 
him.in a Holy Book, this _ tre- 
mendous fact would still be one 
of the best verified facts of all 
history. 


I have chosen this text also be-4 


cause of its last two words, “the 
same.” This is the law of the 
harvest. Man does not reap some- 
thing similar to the sowing. He 
reaps the same thing. Corn does 
not produce wheat. Wheat does not 
produce rye, Potatoes do not pro- 
duce artichokes. If I should tell 
my friends that [ had planted 
corn and gathered a crop of wheat 
from the planting, they would 
know that I was either crazy or 
lying. And yet thousands of sens- 
ible people are living their lives as 
though the thwarting of the law 
of the harvest were possible. 

I once heard the nationally 
known evangelist George Stuart 
preach on the subject of “Sowing 
and Reaping.” I recall a _ story 


that he told. It was not really 
true, and yet it was so true that 
[ dare to repeat it. It was merely 
an illustration, yet it happens 
every day. Such a coincidence 
would be referred to as a miracle 
were it not so commonplace. Here 
is the story: 


A boy named John married a 
girl named Mary. They moved 
into the old home place. John’s 


aged father lived with them. He 
was cranky and hard to please, 
Nothing that Mary did suited him, 
He was constantly critical of her. 
At last Mary had enough. She 
said to John, “Your father moves 
out, or I go back to my mother.” 
John knew she meant business, 
So John approached his father. 
The old man seemed to under- 
stand the situation exactly, “I

We will read first from Ephesians four, verse eleven: 
‘And he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; and some, 
evangelists; and some pastors and teachers.” 


Now, there are no more apostles. 
Seventeen men are named in the 
New Testament as apostles: the 
original twelve, then Matthias, 
who wag elected to take the place 


of Judas, then Paul, then Barna- 
bus, thén James, the brother of 
Jesus, and then Jesus, the apostle 


and high priest of our profession. 
But we do not have apostles any 
more. 


Once, down in Virginia, the 
Baptists decided they were.going 
to go by the Bible or bust, and 
so they elected an apostle. It 
did not work out very well. The

know I'm old and hard to please,” 
he said, “and I feel that Mary’s 
right. You young folks have your 
lives before you, and I should not 
interfere with your happiness.” 

John was not financially able 
to take care of his aged father in 
a hotel. or rest home: so the old 
man suggested that he be taken 
over the hill to the county farm. : 
John was slow to accept this as 
a way out; yet at length he de- 
cided that it was best. 


One morning he and his father 
started walking up the hill, past 
the barn, through the old orchard. 
Before they reached the crest of 
the hill, the old man’s’ strength 
was gone. His strong son picked 
him up in his arms and carried 
him to the top, and they sat down 
to rest on a large flat rock. Sud- 
denly, the father began to cry. 

“Please don't father,” insisted 
John. “This is hurting me enough 
es it is. After all, you suggested 
Hu, and I don’t know what else 
te do.” 


“I’m not crying because I’m 
gving to the poor house,” replied 
the father. “I was only  remin- 


iscing, and it broke me up a bit. I 
was thinking of the time when I 
married your mother, and my 
father had to live with us in the 
old home place. He was old, and 
childish, and hard to please. Your 
mother couldn't stand it. And I 
remember the morning he and I 
climbed this hill together on the 
way to the poor house. I recall 
that he grew weary, and I picked 
him up and carried him to this 
rock, and we sat and rested. And 
the thing that’s breaking my 
heart, John, is to picture you 
after your oldest son is born, and 
grows up, and marries, and you 
fre old and contentious and diffi- 
tult. I was just thinking of the 
merning when he and you would 
climb this hill together, and of 
how, when you gave out, he would 
pick you up and carry you to this 
big rock on your way to the poor 
house.” 

This story is ridiculous, absurd, 
impossible !And yet it wraps itself 
Bbout a truth that all men meet, 
face, and deal with. 

You will recall that old blind 
Isaac, after the son whom he 
kved had bartered /his birthright 
for a mess of pottage, decided to 
thwart the scheming of the 
younger twin. He told Esau to go 
owt into the forest, kill a deer, 
and prepare him a savory portion 
of venison. He promised to bless 
his favorite boy and restore to 
him the birthright he had yielded 
to his brother under pressure of 
appetite. But the mother was 
listening in, and she _ hurriedly 
sent Jacob to kill a kid of the 
goats. She knew how to prepare 
from this a dish that the aged, 
blind father would think was 
choice venison. 

You will remember that, when 
the dish was prepared, sh e 
wrapped the skin of the young 
goat about the wrists of Jacob 
and put it on his.neck and chest 
so that the father, if he grew 
suspicious, would still believe that 
his hairy-chested hunter-son 
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the Harvest 


stood by his bedside. 

Jacob came in with the smoking 
feast. “I was lucky,” no doubt he 
said. “I found one in the edge of 
the woods ,and the first draw of 
my bow brought him down. Eat 
and give to me the blessing.” 

But the voice didn’t sound just 
right to Isaac. He called the 
scheming Jacob, felt his wrists, 
ran his hand under his shirt and 
over his chest. “You know,” said 
the old man, “for a moment I 
thought somebody was playing a 
trick on me. You're Esau _ all 
right, but your voice sounds like 
Jacob’s. I thought for a moment 
that you were Jacob.” 

Thus the blind father blessed 
the wrong boy, and Jacob had 
sown a lie. The years went by, 
and Jacob became an old man, He, 
too, had a favorite boy. He loved 
the boastful young Joseph above 
all the other sons. One day he 
sent this youth to spy upon his 
brethren and to see if they were 
working. He sent food by him. 

You will recall that these 
brothers sold this young man to 
some traders to be carried away 
as a slave. Then they took his 
garments, tore them to. shreds, 
killed a kid of the goats, sprinkled 
the blood on Joseph's rent clothing, 
and went back to break the heart 
of their father with the story that 
Joseph had been killed and de- 
voured by an evil beast. 

The same old kid of the goats!

We call ourselves a_ thinking 
people. Some of our preachers 


are very anxious to meet the 
intellectual challenge of the times. 
But is America really thinking? 
Are we genuinely intelligent? 
With liquor everywhere and our 
women drinking as our men? 
With high-school children defying 
the laws of morality? With the 
nation in the grip of a gambling 
mania such as no nation on earth 
has ever known? With vice and 
crime rampant and growing from 
a hotbed of our planting? Intelli- 
gence? “Be not deceived: God is 
not mocked!” 

The law of the harvest is not 
only that we reap and that we 
“reap the same,” but that we 
reap a multiplied harvest. We 
plant a grain of corn, and we reap 
an ear, or possibly more, with 
scores of grains. We expect it ina 
cornfield. Strange that we do not 
expect it in life! 

The story of David's sin is one 
of the saddest of history. It is 
pitiful and tragic and desperately 
true. He was guilty of adultery 
and guilty of murder. He deliber- 
ately plotted to take to himself 
another man’s wife; and by his 
own orders he sent the husband of 
that wife to the front line of 
battle, where he died. You may 
say, “He was human.” [I say he 
was desperately wicked. If you 
want to know the nature of that 
sowing, read his psalms. Read the 
wail of his soul. Read how his 
feet traveled on the very brink 
of Hell. Nowhere did God cover 
the record of that sin. It stands 
out, black and deadly and damning. 

There was a preacher who lived 
in David's day. His name was 
Nathan. Nathan visited the king. 
He did not come to pay a social 
call or to talk church finance, He 
came to face David with a terrible 
law of God, the same law I am 
holding up to you now. The old 
prophet pointed his finger at 
David and said, “Thou art the 
man.” David had suggested that 
one of his subjects be made to 
repay fourfold for a stolen lamb, 
and he found himself sentenced in 
his own court. The harvest was 
really fourfold! Sometimes it is 
tenfold, often a _ hundredfold! 
Always it is manifold! 

The reaping was not long in 
coming to David. His child, the 
fruitage of his illicit love, lay 
dying. David walked up and down, 
up and down the hallway outside 
that door! The nurses worked 
feverishly. “Spare the child,” 
prayed David. ‘Take it out.on me. 
I’m the guilty one. Let the child 
live!” He neither ate nor slept, so 
great was his anguish, But the 
child died, and the servants of the 
household were afraid to tell the 
king. They didn’t know what. he 
might do. The old preacher, no 
doubt ,was present. He possibly 
prayed for David. And thus the 


first crop was in the barn! David's 


sin had found him out! 

This same David had a beautiful 
daughter named Tamar, attractive, 
vivacious, lovely. He had also a 
son by the name of Ammon. This 
son found stirring in his blood 
something from out of the past. 
Under the pretense of being sick 
he lured his beautiful sister into 
his room and ravished her. It 
took bold men to bear to David 
the message of this shame. Here 
was a sin like unto his own, and 
even more foul and deadly. This 
sin had come into his palace. This 
tragedy was under his own roof, 

David, no doubt, through’ the 
mist of his tears saw a woman 
who belonged to another. He 
seemed to hear the cry of a dying 
man in the front-line’ trenches. 
“The chickens had come home to 
roost!” And no doubt the old 
preacher came to where David lay 
prostrate with grief and prayed 
again that God would have mercy. 
He possibly put his hand upon 
David's heaving. shoulder and said 
softly, “Poor David, the second 
crop is in the barn!” 

David had another son, Absalom. 
Absalom hated Amnon for his 
crime against his sister. He bided 
his time and prepared against the 
day of opportunity. It came. 
Absalom gave a feast for his 
brethren. He saw to it that the 
lecherous Amnon drank heavily, 
and when he was drunken, 
Absalom beckoned servants’ to 
come up behind him and drive a 
dagger into his back. Red was the 
carpet, and crimson were the 
drapes of the feasting hall. Men 
who had come close to the king in 
his suffering may have been the 
ones who carried to him the news 
that murder had found its way 
into his own house. One of his 
sons lay dead. Another of his sons 
was a killer. 

As he tossed through the long, 
long night following that 
tragedy, I am sure that David 
could not get away from a picture 
of a soldier dying in the front 
lines! I am rather certain that 
Nathan arrived sometime during 
that night. No doubt he sat with 
David in the dim light of the 
candle, while servants tiptoed and 
whispered. It was a starless night 
for David, even if the heavens 
were ablaze. It was a night when 
blood had taken tongue and talked 
with him. It was a night when the 
lips of death had whispered of the 
terrors that follow the violation 
of God's law. Knowing preachers 
as we do, we think that Nathan 
must have knelt with David that 
night and piteously begged God to 
bind up the wound in the heart of 
the king. But the third crop had 
been gathered and was in the 
barn. 

David was now an old man, and 
the load had been heavy. He was 
worn with repenting. His heart 
was broken with contrition. But 
he hadn't finished reaping. His 
son Absalom, in whom he so de- 
lighted, was his pride, the prince 
of his house. But Absalom was 
ambitious. He, too, could use a 
battlefield for his own personal 
advantage. So he seated himself 
at the gate and talked with the 
people. Gradually he won their 
love and loyalty away from his 
father to himself. He organized an 
insurrection and led a _ rebellion. 
David found himself in his old 
age with the hand of his own boy 
lifted against him, seeking his 
life, and determined to usurp his 
throne. Only God could know 
David's anguish in those moments! 

So David flees from his palace 
and deserts Jerusalem as Absalom 


triumphantly enters. The _ king 
becomes a hunted man in_ the 
wilderness. As the battle is 


joined, he has strange instructions 


for Joab, who leads his hosts: 
“Deal gently for my sake with 
the young man, even with 
Absalom.” 


At last the din of battle is 
over, and David sits waiting. Soon 
will come a courier with news of 


the results. David will know 
whether he _ is still king over 
Israel. He will soon have word 


that may determine whether he 
will die in the palace on his bed, 
or be executed by his own son. 
He sees dimly a man running, and 
before the messenger reaches 
him, he asks a question—the one 
question on his heart! 

David does not ask if he is 
still king, if his armies have won 
the contest, if he shall have the 
privilege of going back to 
Jerusalem in triumph, No! His 


question is this: “Is the young 
man Absalom safe?” And when 
the fateful answer falls on his 
ears and he knows that the son 
of his innermost heart is dead, a 
rebel and a traitor, the old king 
cries: “O my son Absalom, my 
son, my son Absalom! Would God 
I had died for thee, O Absalom, my 
son, my son!” 

And the tottering old king again 
saw, no doubt, through his scald- 
ing tears, a soldier dying in the 
front lines of the battle! We feel 
sure that Nathan was faithful to 
the last, and that he went along 
on that slow-moving, pathetic 
journey from the wilderness back 
to Jerusalem and the palace, 
praying constantly for the man 
whose fourth crop was in the 
barn! 

To say that a God who thus 
vindicates His law is cruel is to 
say that the law of centrifugal 
force is unjust, and that the God 
who stands behind that law is a 
God of vengeance and wrath. If 
the law of centrifugal force is 
disobeyed, there is calamity be- 
yond the ability of man to con- 
ceive. If we rebel against the 
law of gravity, we invite tragic 
consequences, By splitting the 
atom a bomb was devised that 
wiped out whole cities. It is now 
contended by scientists that the 
splitting of the atom and the re- 
leasing of pent-up forces may 
annihilate humanity. But this is 
not God's ordained law, nor is his 
purpose thus fulfilled. The atom 
is the very foundation of God’s 
universe. There are.certain laws 
that God has ordained which 
control the energy, force, and 
power pent up in this tiny center 
of God's creative genius. The 
explosion comes with the breaking 
of law. The extermination of 
humanity, of which the scientists 
speak, is not possible if man will 
permit God to have his way with 
the atom. 

Here is something that puny 
man had better learn well: To 
tamper with God’s laws is deadly 
dangerous. God’s laws in_ the 
physical realm are made to be 
broken only at our own risk. The 
danger signs are everywhere. 
This is even more true within the 
moral realm, By the breaking of 
the laws of God in the moral 
universe, men are driven to suicide, 
to crimes beyond the contempla- 
tion of the most morbid, to dis- 
aster as terrible as though a 
planet dissolved. Of the laws that 
have to do with the spirit, with 
man’s eternal soul, with the life 
that shall never cease, the same 


may be said with even more 
emphasis, The God of the Old 
Testament is a God of law. 

In God's vindication of laws 


that hold his physical, moral, and 
spiritual universe together some 
foolish sobbists try to find a God 
of heartless cruelty. Yet God be- 
came flesh and dwelt among us; 
He died upon the cross and con- 
quered death within a borrowed 
tomb: He sent his Son; He came: 
He lives within men’s hearts today 

all in one tremendous effort to 
save man from eternal wreckage, 
the possibility of which is ever 
present in the violation of the 
laws of God. Here, indeed, is a 
great mystery, too great for 
even those learned scientists who 
have been able to produce untold 
destruction and disaster by the 
violation of God's laws; and yet 
within this mystery, and there 
alone, lies hope for all mankind. 

Someone will say, “There's 
where I rest my case.” The idea is 
that, after God’s laws have been 
broken, repentance and faith may 
atone. By accepting Jesus Christ 
as Saviour and Lord, you avoid 
the consequences of your rebellion 
against God. Many are preaching 
that today. The Bible nowhere 
sustains it. Human experience dis- 
proves it. No man can say: “Even 
as I have seen, the man who has 
had his eye shot out in a drunken | 
brawl may have it put back into 
his head when he is converted.” I 
thank God daily for His “amazing 
grace.” His “never-dying love” is 
my eternal hope, Jesus can and 
does save to the uttermost all 
those who call upon Him, Heaven 
will be populated by sinners 
Saved by grace. But nowhere does 
the Book teach, or human exper- 
ience justify a man in believing, 
that the harvest is wiped out at an 
altar of prayer. 

To have your soul eternally 
saved by the washing of regener- 
ation is one thing. To escape the

sin, while you live, is quite 
another. Salvation on a deathbed 
may be in time for the soul but 
never in time for the life. 


My testimony may not be as 
thrilling as that of some old 
drunkard who stands and tells 
how Christ miraculously saved 
him. I knelt in a mountain 
church at the “mourners’ bench” 
and was converted at nine years 
of age. I never once profaned the 
name of God. I do not know the

Thou dost not meet and still,

There are many reasons for 
dur failure to appropriate what 
“God hath given” so lavishly and 
lovingly, to meet our every and 
our constant need. Perhaps it is 
because of ignorance. “If thou 
knewest the Gift of God,” Jesus 
said to the woman at the well of 
Sychar, “thou wouldest have asked 
of Him, and He would have given 
thee living water’ (John iv. 10). 
Again, it may be that our “taking” 
has been hindered by neglect. Per- 
haps it is by consciousness of sin. 
It may be simply through unbelief, 
than which no sin is greater. 
“It is strange we trust each 
other 
And only doubt our Lord: 
We will take the words of 
mortals 
And yet distrust His Word. 
But oh, what light and glory 


Would shine o’er all our 
days, 
If we always would remem- 
ber 
That He means just what 
He says.”

Doubtless, herein lies the ex- 
planation why all men are not 
saved. Pause and consider. There 
is no simpler statement of truth 
so all-important and profound than 
that of John iii. 16. “For God so 
loved the world, that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life.’’ And 
yet multitudes of men who have 
heard this gracious declaration are 
still unsaved. Why? Simply be- 


cause they have not believed the 


statement of God’s Word. Conse- 
quently, they have not taken this, 
His greatness—“His unspeakable 
Gift” II Cor, ix 15)—His Son, to 
be their Saviour and their Lord. 

Listen! “This is the record, that 
God hath given to us Eternal Life, 
and this life-is in His Son. He 
that hath the Son hath life; and 
he that hath not the Son of God, 
hath not life’ I John v. 11, 12). 
This is a stupendous and an unal- 
terable fact, 

In face of this, surely it will not 
be considered impertinent to ask 
you, dear reader:—“Have you re- 
ceived God's Gift? Have you taken 
Jesus Christ, His Son, to be your 
Saviour and your Lord? If not, 
is not now your opportunity? Will 
you take Him now? The transac- 
tion is very simple. When there 
is a sense of need for a Saviour 
from all sin, there is the provision 
already proffered in God’s great 
Gift—His Son—the all-sufficiency 
of supply to meet that need. It is 
simply taking God at His Word 
and appropriating His great Gift 
by faith. ‘ 

As an instance of the absolute 
simplicity, and the genuine reality 
of this greatest of all transactions, 
listen to the words of the late Rev. 
Dr. W. Y. Fullerton, who, though 
“being dead, yet speaketh.” “On the 
20th of July, 1870, I rested on the 
infallible Word of God and en- 
tered into eternal peace. That is 
sixty-two years ago. That life 
was mine because I took tt. I 
heard a man say, ‘all you have to 
do to be saved is to take God's 
Gift, and to say, Thank you!’ and 
I took God’s Gift. Deep down in 
my heart I said, ‘God, I take your 
gift,” and I began to say “Thank 
you.” . . . Life is mine today not 
because I deserve it, or did any- 
thing for it, nor because I merit- 
ed it, but because I took itt” 
(Him). Friend, again let me press 
upon you the absolute necessity 
of taking Him—God’s Son—His 
Gift—as your Saviour from all 
past sin, and for the possession of 
eternal life. “The gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord” (Rom. vi. 23). 

It is not enough to have heard 
about Jesus, and to know that He 
has been given by God as the Sa- 
viour to all the race of sinful men. 
We must take Him. Only then are 
we saved and have eternal life. To 
“as many as received Him, to 
them gave He power (right) to 
become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on His name” 


_ (John i. 12). 


“Then, take with rejoicing from 
Jesus at once, 


The life everlasting He gives; 
And know with assurance thou 
never canst die, 

Since Jesus thy Righteousness 

lives.” 

This is the first and fundamen- 
tal necessity for a right relation- 
ship with God. “Christ Jesus, who 
of God is made unto us Wisdom, 
and Righteousness, and Sanctifica- 
tion, and Redemption” (1, Cor. i. 
30). This also is necessary for the 
possession and enjoyment of the 
“all things” that God has so fully 
and freely provided. for an over- 
coming and ever-victorious life.

Yea 
rather, let it be emphasized, “God 
HATH given.” “He that spared 
not His own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all, how shall He 
not with Him also freely give us 
all things?” (Rom. viii. 32). 
“Thou didst not spare Thine only 

Son, 
But gav’st Him for a world un- 
done; 
And freely with the Blessed One 
Thou givest all.” 

“All things ARE yours”... the 
world, or life, or death, or things 
present, or things to come; all are 
yours; and ye are Christ's; and 
Christ is God’s. (I Cor. iii. 21-23). 
To take Christ is to have all the 
wealth of Heaven at our disposal. 
“For in Him dwelleth all the ful- 
ness of the Godhead bodily. And 
ye are complete in Him” (Col. ii. 
9, 10). “Of His fulness have all 
we received” (John i. 16). “God 
is able to make all grace abound 
toward you; that ye, always hav- 
img all sufficiency in all things, 
may abound to every good work” 
(II Cor. ix. 8). “Blessed be the 
God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who hath blessed us with 
all spiritual blessings in the heav- 
enlies in Christ” (Eph. i. 3). “His 
divine power hath given unto us 
all things that pertain unto life 
and godliness, through the knowl- 
edge of Him that hath called us 
to glory and virtue: whereby are 
given unto us exceeding great and 
precious promises: that by these 
ye might be partakers of the di- 
vine nature, having escaped the 
corruption that is in the world 
through lust” (II Peter i. 3, 4). 

Here, surely, is sufficiency of 
equipment for all the work and 
warfare of the life that God has 
called us to. 
God which worketh in you both to 
will and to do of His good pleas- 
ure” (Phil. ii. 13). “Faithful -is 
He that calleth you, who also will 
do it” (I Thess. v. 24). For the 
warfare——“the whole armour of 
God is provided and available. We 
are not enjoined either to forge it 
or to purchase it, thank God, but 
simply to ‘take unto you’ and ‘put 
on’ (Eph, vi. 13-17). Failure to do 
this must be laid not to inability, 
but rather to unbelief and disobe- 
dience” (R. H. Glover, C.I.M.). 
“Now we have received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the Spirit 
which is of God; that we might 
know the things that are freely 
given to us of God” (I Cor. ii. 12). 

“The unsearchable riches of 
Christ” (Eph. iii. 8) are ours, and 
yet such may not—yea, indeed, 
will not-——be experienced by us if 
we do not appropriate Himself, 
reckon on His indwelling presence, 
and yield to His controlling. and 
victorious power. The fact is, 
God has, in Christ, given unto us 
a complete salvation. “It is fin- 
ished.” It remains for us to take, 
and to possess our possessions. It 
is “with Him’’—Christ—that we 
have the “all things.” Then, “Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God, and 
His Righteousness (Christ); and 
all these things shall be added 
unto you” (Matt. vi. 33). Concen- 
trate on Christ. Make sure that 
you have taken Him. “With Him,” 
“all things ARE yours.” 

Now, “count your blessings!” 
Consider what great things He 
hath done for you, and given unto 
you. The supply of all your need 
is at your disposal. Wealth, spir- 


jitual, is yours—surpassingly pre-

cious as compared to material 
gold, which, with its increase, only 
makes the miser more miserable 
and becomes to the millionaire not 
infrequently a burden rather than 
a blessing. Yes, let us “count our 
blessings,”’ and, as we count them, 
let us claim them, take them, and 
co-operate with Christ in our thus 
appropriating, and in their use, 
for the glory of His name, and for 
the good of all.

Consider, friend, what can it be 
but loss incalculable to fail to 
take from God's good hand the 
gifts He offers thee, as full equip- 
ment for the work and warfare of 
the daily life, and for victory over 
all the power of the enemy” 

“T can say,” wrote the saintly 
Samuel Rutherford—“I can say, 
by some little experience, more 
now than before, of Christ, to you, 
that if you seek, there is a hoard, 
a hidden treasure, and a gold-mine 
in Christ you never yet saw... . 
I never believed, till now, that 
there was so much to be found in 
Christ, on this side of death and 
of heaven. Oh, the ravishments of 
heavenly joy that may be had here, 
in the small gleanings and com- 
forts that fall from Christ! What 
fools are we that know not, and 
consider not, the weight and tell- 
ing that is in the very earnest 
penury, and the first-fruits of our 
hoped-for harvest! How sweet, 
how sweet, is our enfeoffment! Oh, 
what then must personal posses- 
sion be!” 

“O taste and see!” (Psalm xxxiv.

Dr. F. B. Meyer has written: 

“Nothing hurts God more than 
that we should not take what He 
offers. ‘God so loved that He 
gave,’ and when we refuse to ap- 
propriate His greatest gift, we in- 
flict the deepest indignity and 
dishonour of which we are cap- 
able.” The following incident, in 
his own experience, makes plain 
how readily we may grieve our 
ever-loving, ever-giving God. 

On one occasion, when speak- 
ing to a kady on the subject of 
receiving God's power by faith, 
she did not seem to understand 
it. At tea with her, one day, the 
doctor suddenly turned and ‘said 
to her: “My dear Madam, may I 
have a cup of tea?” She looked 
at the table and said: “Why, Dr. 
Meyer, you have a cup of tea.” 
In a few minutes he said again, 
“May I have a cup of tea? I am 
so weary and I feel that it would 
refresh me.”

Surely the saintliest must con- 
free to failure of appreciation and 
appropriation of so great salva- 
tion, and = such unsearchable 
riches. How little, how very lit- 
tle, we have glorified Him, who 
has, in love and grace, so greatly 
glorified us! Yea, how often must 
our unbelief and ingratitude have 
grieved His gracious loving heart! 
Shall we rectify this now?

Father to set us aside through 
physical illness, to shut us within 
the confines of a sick-room, and 
to languish on a bed of pain, even 
this may be taken as a gift of 
blessing from His unerring hand. 
So it was in the case of the 
saintly Frances Ridley Haver- 
gal, who, out of a long experi- 
ence of such suffering, wrote to 
a friend: “Pain, as to God’s own 
children, is, truly and really, only 
blessing in disguise. It is but 
His chiselling, one of His gray- 
ing tools, producing the likeness 
to Jesus for which we long. I 
never yet came across a suffering 
(real) Christian who could not 
thank Him for pain!” In verse 
she adds her testimony to the 
blessedness of His “gift of pain.” 
“I take this pain, Lord Jesus, 
As Thine own gift, 


Problem 
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mothers and fathers to “train up 
a child in the way he should go,” 
with the reassuring promise that 
“when he is old, he will not depart 
from it.” (Prov. 22:6). A child 
can be under little obligation to 
“remember hig Creator in the days 
of his youth” if no _ righteous 
precept has first been implanted 
ineffaceably on his mind and 
memory. This can be done only in 
the home. 

A child ‘cried out in the night. 
't took considerable persuasion to

get out of the little man the 
“ugly dream” which had disturbed 
his sleep. Coaxed a bit, he whimp- 
ered, “Daddy, I know you wouldn’t 
do it, but I dreamed you had your 
hands around my throat and were 
choking me to death.” How true, 
how true this is when applied 
spiritually! It is no idle compari- 
son. Many a child’s doom is almost 
certainly sealed, either by the 
criminal neglect of its parents who 
fail to discharge their God- 
assigned prerogatives toward 
their offspring, or by their overt

Now, permit a word of warning 
to be passed on. There is a gift 
which God hath NOT given, re- 
garding which it is well that we 
should he guarded, so that we 
may refuse to take it. “God hath 
not giyen us the spirit of fear; but 
of power, and of love, and of a 
sound mind” (II Tim. i. 7). There- 
fore, fear, coming as it must 
from Satan, who is the enemy of 
our souls, let us refuse it, and re- 
sist him (James iv. 7). This may 
best be done by the _ taking, in 
fullest measure, what God hath 
given,—power, love, and a sound 
mind. “Whoso hearkeneth unto 
Me shall dwell safely, and shall 
be quiet from fear of evil’ (Pro- 
verbs i, 33).. Give constant heed 
to the repeated “Fear not” of. our 
Lord Himself . Refuse to be dis- 
couraged, only praise! “They 
overcame him by the blood of the 
Lamb, and by the Word of their 
testimony and they loved not their 
lives unto the death” (Rev. xii. 
11). 

It is the universal testimony of 
all who have been “overcomers” 
in the spiritual conflict with “the 
powers of darkness,” that they 
were so, only in the measure that 
they have relied upon the Word 
of God, and have appropriated 
what He has promised and pro- 
vided for that victory in Christ. 
This appropriation must ever be 
a personal experience. But it 
stands unquestioned that 

“They who trust Him wholly, 

Find Him wholly true.” 

The record of the widely-used 
Dr. A. B. Simpson, is an impres- 
sive instance of this fact. He has 
written, “I shall never forget the 
morning that I spent in my 
church reading an old, musty 
book I had discovered in my li- 
brary on the subject, “The Higher 
Christian Life.’ As I pored over 
the little volume, I saw a new 
light. The Lord Jesus revealed 
Himself as a living and all-suf- 
ficient Presence. I learned, for 
the first time, that Christ had not 
saved us from future peril, and 
left us to fight the battle of life 
as best we could. But He who 
had justified us was waiting to 


sanctify us,—to enter into our 
spirit, and to _ substitute His 
strength, His holiness, His joy, 


——— 


His love, His faith, His power, 
for all our worthlessness, - help- 
lessness, and nothinglessness, and 
to make it a living fact: “I 
live, yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me.’ It. was indeed 
a new revelation. Throwing 
myself at the feet of the glorious 
Master, J claimed the mighty 
promise—‘I will dwell in you and 
walk with you.’ Across the 
threshold of my spirit there pass- 
ed a Being as real as the Christ 
who came to John on Patmos, and 
from that moment, a new secret 
has been the charm and glory and 
strength of my life and _ testi- 
mony. I have learned the secret 
—T ean do all things through 
Christ who strengtheneth me.” 
Dear friends, such an  experi- 
ence may be yours. It may be 
yours now! Seek some corner of 
seclusion where you may be still, 
and deal with God. Confess the 
failure, if need be, of the past to 
trust Him and to take from Him 
the gifts that have been so fully 
and so freely offered. Hence- 
forth let your attitude of heart 
be “not one of yearning but of 
yielding, not of struggling but of 
resting, not of asking but of tak- 
ing.” Say to Him now, in sin- 
cere and sweet simplicity, 
“T clasp the hand of love Divine, 
I claim the gracious promise mine, 
And add to His my countersign, 
‘Il take’—‘He undertakes.’

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tors, and teachers. Now notice. 
Evangelists are the highest order 
of Christian workers left in the 
world, I am not saying that self- 
ishly. It is not propaganda. Here 
it is in the Bible, ‘apostles, pro- 
phets, evangelists, pastors and 
teachers.” Would not you agree to 
that order, that the apostles are 
the most important in this group? 
Would not you agree to that? Al) 
right, then, evidently above the 
pastors, and above the teachers 
in importance of their calling and 
the divine enablement, are the 
evangelists. The greatest group 
of people as far as the souls saved, 
as the price they pay, the suffer- 
ing they must go through, the in- 
fluence they exert, the greatest 
group of Christian workers in the 
world (after apostles and pro- 
phets) must be the evangelists. 
God ordained it so. 

Now, I am not against the work 
of a pastor. I have spent ten 
years in the pastorate. Most of 
the good evangelists have been, 
and all of them were, successful 
pastors. A man who cannot win 
souls in thé pastorate cannot win 
them as an evangelist. A 
pastor has a good work, but it 
costs more, and it takes more la- 
bour, more crying, more praying, 
more waiting on God, more slan- 
der, more persecution to be a 
good evangelist than it does to 
be any other kind of Christian 
worker. God put evangelists in 
the church. He named them in 
their proper place. Evangelists 
are before pastors and teachers, 
says the Scripture. 


Evangelists Have a Ministry 
to the Church 

I want you to think about this 
a little further. The Scripture 
says that the Lord gave “some, 
aposties; and some, prophets; 
and some, evangelists; and some, 
pastors and teachers; For the per- 
fecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of 


the body of: Christ.” You did not:

Evan- 
gelists have a work to do. What? 
“For the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for, 
the edifying of the body of Christ.” 
Evangelists are not primarily for 
lost people. They are first for 
church people. The church needs 
the evangelist. The pastor needs 
the evangelist. The pastor gets 
backslidden if he does not have 
revivals. The Sunday Schoo! 
workers need evangelists. He 
“for the perfecting of the saints.” 

Some people have an idea that 
the evangelists ought to preach 
just to the unsaved, and never go 
to Chistians. There is not a sin- 
gle evangelist that ever lived, 
who had great revivals consistent- 
ly, but what regularly, systemati- 
cally, set out to preach to church 
people first, and get them right 
with God, get Christians to pray- 
ing, get Christians to repent of 
their sins. He is to edify the 
church. He is “for the perfecting 
of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the 
body of Christ: Till we all come 
in the unity of the faith, and of 
the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man,” so says 
Ephesians 4:31.

said. I like the old-fashioned 
term, revival. I stick to it, be- 


cause if you have the Bible kind 
ot revival, that means you get 
lost people saved as well as get- 
ting the saints revived. 
According to the pattern set 
down in this Scripture, you have 
to begin with the people of God. 
The trouble these days is not with 
the outside world. The Lord Je- 
Sus said in the tenth chapter of 
Luke, verse 2, “The harvest truly 
is great, but the labéurers are 
few.” There are lots of lost peo- 
ple you can win. Lots of lost 
people are hungry. “The harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers 
are few: pray ye therefore the 
Lord of -the harvest, that he 
would send forth labovrers into 
his harvest.” Now what is the 
Bible plan for an_ evangelist? 
The Bible plan for an evangelist 
is first, to get the labourers, and 
then you can get the harvest; 
first to preach to the saved, and 


then you can_reach the sinner. 
Do you see that? 

What does II Chronicles 7:14 
say? <“If my people, which are 
called by my name, [get that 
crowd right first,|] shall humble 


themselves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked 
ways...” Somebody says, “Oh, 
I don’t like for an evangelist to 
preach against sin.” My friends, 
there are certain things that an 
evangelist can do better than any- 
body else in th world, and one 
of those is working over Chris- 
tians.

What are revivals for? First 
of all, let us say this. Revivals 
are for getting people saved. Re- 


vivals, and evangelistic work, are 
‘or getting people saved. We 
veople who believe in_ revivals 
need to get up. on our hind feet 
in this country and bring some 
veople to face the truth. All 
‘hese slanderers and detractors 
hat run down evangelists are 
10t very smart; they ignore the 
‘acts, and it mighty easy to 
hut them up. Our churches are 
‘ied up with the converts of re- 


is 


ivals! Our churches would be 
mpty but for the converts of 
evivals. 


I want to illustrate that today 

ith this crowd here. How many 
eople here were converted in @ 
eguliar Sunday morning forma! 
‘ervice—not in a revival cam- 
naign, but in a usual and regular 
Sunday morning service, so-called 
worship service? Let us see your 
hand. Some were no doubt. How 
many here were saved in a Sun- 
day morning worship service? 
Hold your hand just a minute? 
Yonder I see two, three, four, five, 
down here six, seven, eight, nine 
ten, eleven, twelve, thirteen four- 
teen—perhaps we could say sev- 
enteen. 

Now how many were saved in 
a regular Sunday evening service, 
not in a revival campaign? Let 
us see your hand. Not when a 
revival was going on, not special 
evangelistic services, but in a reg- 
ular service. Hold your hand up 
high. I see one, there is another, 
three, there are several more—I 
cuess there are fifteen or twenty. 
All right. 

How many were saved in the 
egular Wednesday night or mid- 
week prayer meeting, not in 4 
revival prayer meeting, but in the 
regular prayer meeting of your 
church, when no revival or evan- 
gelistic campaign was on? Let 
us see your hand, How many 
saved in the Wednesday night, or 
mid-week prayer meeting? Some- 
one over there? Here is one; 
anyone else saved in a Wednesday 
night prayer meeting? Suppose 
we say now wé have gotten up to 
thirty-five or forty who were 
saved in these regular services. 

How many were saved in young 
people’s meetings of your church, 
not in a revival campangn, not in 
an evangelistic campaign? Let 
us see your hand. Here is one. 
A brother back yon- 


der, that is twe. Anyone else 
saved in a young people’s meet- 
ing ? All right. 

How many were saved listening 
to the radio? Some here, There 
is a lady there. There is another. 
That is three. Are there others? 

How many were saved in Child 
Evangelism classes? Here is a 
man that was. Anybody else 
saved in Child Evangelism class- 
es? 

How many were saved in Youth 
for Christ meetings? There ought 
to be a number. Yonder is a man. 
There are three more there. An- 
other here. There is a boy there. 
There are seven or eight holding 
their hands altogether. 

Wait a 
here were 


minute. How many 
saved in Sunday 
School? There is one. That is 
it. “Ma” Sunday! All right, that 
is fine. 

Now, how many were saved at 
home without any service? Won 
at home by your loved ones? .A 
s00d many. A good many. That is 
fine. There must be twenty or 
twenty-five, may-be. Do you sup- 
pose about that many? More may- 
be? Let us say—twenty-five. 

Now listen. About eighty-five 
people here were saved through 
all these regular services of the 
church. Now you preachers — 
how many preachers are here? 
Let us see your hand. All right. 
God bless you preachers. Out of 
about 1,200 people, perhaps we 
would say, here this afternoon, 
preachers, are you willing to take 
these eighty-five and go on about 
your business and let the rest go 
to Hell? Of about 1,200 Chris- 
tians here, only about eighty-five 
Claim to have been saved in regu- 
lar church services, prayer meet- 
ings, Sunday School, radio, Youth 
for Christ and young  people’s 
meetings and at home’ 

Now let me ask you another 
question. How many here were 
Saved in some. evangelistic cam- 
paign or revival campaign, either 
in your church or in a mass cam- 
paign with several churches, but 
you were-saved in a revival, spec- 
ial] evangelistic services? Let us 
see your hands. Up high! Hold 
them up high. Everywhere. All 
around. Now, Brother John Troy, 
look around there. Practically 
everybody has raised his or her 
hand. Now Brother Troy, these 
people who are running down 
evangelists and evangelism are 
nuts ;they are crazy! They would 
shut the doors of the churches. 
One generation and you would not 
have any churches in this coun- 


try if you did not have revival 
campaigns. I mean that kindly, 
but I sure mean it! I sure do. 


Yes sir. I have proved it all over 
America. Four out of five of all 
the people converted in America 
are saved in special revival cam- 
paigns. (More than nine out of 
ten of this crowd.) That is right! 
Dr. Oswald Smith, you might 
have gone to Hell if R. A. Torrey 
had not gone to Toronto. Let us 
have revival. Don’t you let any- 
body bluff you out on this matter! 
Listen to me. Evangelists ought 
to have top showing in this coun- 
try in religious matters. They 
are the ones who do most to build 
the churches in membership, 
along with the pastors who have 
revival campaigns. Say, Amen, 
Brother Troy, if you are not too 
bad scared now. That is right! 

Most everybody is saying, “Oh, 
you can’t have big revivals now. 
D. L. Moody is gone, Torrey is 
gone, Billy Sunday is gone.” But 
in these dark days when every- 
body is frowning on evangelism 
and running down the evangelists, 
it is still true that four out of 
five of all the converts that get 
into the churches are gotten there 
by evangelists and by revival 
campaigns. If anybody has been 
running down revival campaigns 
and saying, “Ther don’t last, and 
they don’t really get people con- 
verted,”” you just shut your trap; 
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you do mot know anything aboat 
it! 

Are you impressed about this? 
You preachers, are you impressed 
by the fact that nearly everyhody 
here who is converted, was com 
verted in revivals? What do you 
say, preachers? “Ma” Sunday, 
you and 1 had better tell every 
where we go, that if you do ne 
have evangelism, the churches 
just as well shut their doors and 
write Ichabod over them, because 
God has quit them, Any religion 
without evangelism is not New 
Testament religion, and you are 
not going to have churches very 
long if you do not have evangel> 
sm. 


Evangelists Do More to Stin- 
ulate Bile Teaching Than 
Other Preachers 

Here is ‘another thing. Evam 
gelists do more to keep peopte 
Straight about the Bible, and re 
vival preaching does more te 
Stimulate Bible study and Bible 
soundness, than anything else ia 
the world. Do you know where 
the great Bible study movement 
and Bible conference movement ia 
this country started? It ctarted 
from the revivals of D. L. Moody, 
and R. A. Torrey, and the crowd 
that went with them. You never 
would have had the great Bible 
conference here at Winona Lake 
had it not been for the evangeb 
ists, Chapman, Sunday, Biedew 
wolf! When you go out of. the 
building, this place where you 
come each year for a big Bible 
conference, turn and look above 
the doors and see the name of thie 


tabernacle. You go look. (It &® 
the huge “Billy Sunday Taber 
nacle.” )You will find out that 


those who keep people studving 
the Bible are the evangelists. 

] hear lots of talk against evam 
gelists. People say, “Well, evam 
gelists do not preach much Br 
ble.” If you will forgive me fe 
a little bit, I know more aboat 
evangelists than most of you da 
I keep up with them pretty wet 
I report their revival campaigns, 
I print their sermons. And the 
truth of the matter is, I print the 
sermons of evangelists in The 
Sword of the Lord all the time 
Many, many times I cannot print 
sermons by pastors because they 
are so weak and watery, they de 
not have backbone and conviction, 
they do not quote any Scripture 
The evangelists are the best Bible 
preachers in this country. They 
are not the only ones, but they 
average higher. 


Incidentally, you talk abou 
these evangelists. You say they 
do not preach the Bible. Wel, 


you sure had better go back and 
read the sermons I print by evam 
gelists. A lot of people think 
that all Billy Sunday did was te 
stand on top of the pulpit, shake 
his fist down at the Devil, break 
a chair now and then, use base 
ball slang, pull off his coat and 
throw it back to Ma Sunday. De 
you think that is all that brough#@ 
revival ? You surely are all wet) 
Bill Sunday’s sermons are packed 
and jammed with the best Bible 
exposition. I know he did neo 
profess to be a systematic thee 
logian, but he was sound on all 
the great doctrines, preached all 
the great doctrines, used the Word 
of God, and was a Bible preacher, 

IT wil) stack the best evangelists 
up by the best pastors and the 
best prophetic teachers in ‘this 
country for Bible teaching. The 
one thing about it is that am 
evangelist makes his stick be

Evangelism Has the Greatest 

Influence for Separation 

Here is another. Evangelists 
do more for a clean, separated 
life, their preaching is straighter, 
stronger, and more effective to 
turn out good Christians than of 
any other class of preachers. I 
was a pastor, I remind you, but I 
know this: the evangelists do 
more preaching against the mov- 
les and against liquor, against 
tobacco, and against the lodges, 
than pastors or Bible teachers do. 
D. L. Moody preached against 
lodges. Now try to find those to- 
day besides the evangelists who 
preach against the secret orders, 
the ungodly bloody oaths, _ the 
yoking up with unbelievers, and 
go on. Most everybody else rides 
on it after it is taught, after it 
is well established. The evan- 
gelists are the ones who preach 
a pure life, and get people to 
some out and be separate, and 
lay their lives on the altar for 
God. The evangelists do more to 
bring that to pass than anybody 


else. They do!

All right. That is better. 
Revivals Provide Most of the 
Foreign Missionaries 

Here is another thing. Missions 
would die, but for evangelism? 
[ am for missions; I am for for- 
eign missions. I do not have to 
prove that, do I? My second 
daughter is now in Philadelphia, | 
preparing to go to the Tibetan 
border. A returned miSsionary was 
back in Wheaton the other day. 
Dr. Smith, when he left the bor- 
der of Tibet, they counted the 
graves of missionaries, and there 
are more graves of missoinaries 
who went out to win Tibet to 
Christ, than there are converts in 
Tibet. And I have a girl to go 
there! Do I have to prove I am 
for missions? I am for missions, 
but missions have a tendency to 
do just like churches do in this 
country—just get some more 
workers. That is not enough. We 
heed some people on fire for God. 
That is where the evangelists 
some in. 

Dr. Oswald J. Smith is here as a 
speaker in this conference. We 
wanted him here for a good em- 
phasis on missions. But I want 
you to know now that Dr. Smith is 
® product of an evangelistic cam- 
paign, when R. A. Torrey preach- 
ed in Massey Hall in Toronto. 
Isn’t that right, Dr. Smith? Yes. 
@. T. Studd had a great mission 
work in three large nations —in 
Africa, and in India, and in China. 
The work of C. T. Studd was a 
result of D. L. Moody’s campaign, 
So were all the Cambridge seven 
and many others. Most of the 
missionaries that do anything 
game out of great revivals in the 
home country. The Welsh re- 
vival covered the world with 
Welsh missionaries. The Morav- 
lan revival covered the world with 
Moravian misisonaries. 

One reason Southern Baptists 
gent so many missionaries (one 
time a whole shipload of mission- 
artes at one time) was the revival 
preaching of men such as L. R. 


Mordecai Ham, Ellis Fuller, T. T. 
Martin, and other men in_ the 
South. Revival preaching is back 
of missions. You can talk mis- 
sions and shout until you are 
black in the face, but i: you do 
not have revival in this country, 
you are not going to have any 
missionaries fit for the name. You 
will not have any missionaries 
themselves who will honor their 
call and their King, if you do 
not get them revived. 


_A good man of one of the great 
mission boards said to me, “Broth- 
er Rice, why don’t you support a 
missionary yourself?” 

I said, “For three years I have 
been looking for somebody.” 
“Allright,” he said, “here 
young man right here. 
here.” 

I said to the young missionary, 
‘Tell me about yourself.” 

He told me about where he had 
graduated, what training he had 
had, his experience. 

“All right,” I said, “are you a 
soul winner? Do you win souls?” 

“Well,” he said, “I give my 
testimony.” 

“No,” I said, “I know that. But 
to give your testimony is not 
enough. Do you have the power of 
God, do you get people con- 
verted ?” 

“Yes,” he said. “Really, I think

l ought to say I do, because a 
quartette of us, four of us, one 
year went out for the summer 


and sang and there were two 
people converted, and I think I 
had a part in it.” 

I said to that good mission man 
who was trying to get me to sup- 


port missions, “I would like to 
support a missionary, but why 
should I send a man to Africa 


when he can’t win souls at home? 
The workers in my office who 
work all day over typewriters 
and adding machines and wrap- 
ping books win more souls than 
that.” 

Listen. I saw the report of 
one of the greatest mission boards, 
one of those that I respect the 
most, one of the greatest of the 
mission boards, (It was just a 
few years before the war—it has 
been abnormal during the war, 
and I would not want to press 
that matter). That report show- 
ed an average of thirteen profes- 
sions of faith for every mission- 
ary per year. Thirteen! I am 
for missions. God bless them. 
But lots of evangelists win a 
hundred times as many as the 
average- missionary. A _ gsofil is 
just as precious to Jesus Christ 
anywhere in the world. The Lord 
is no respecter of persons. The 
Lord loves those in Africa, in 
China, in India, in Russia, and the 
Lord loves souls here, too. And 
the one who pleases the Lord best 
is the one who gets the greatest 
number of souls saved. Evangel- 
ists get people to winning souls 
and send them out to the mission 
fields, 

I am a poor, sorry example—no 
kind of an example at all. But, 
“Ma” Sunday, I never have a 
a revival campaign that does not 
produce preachers and gospel mis- 
sionaries, and here they hot-foot 
it off to Moody Bible Institute, or 
Biola, or Wheaton College, or Bob 
Jones College etc. Why, they can- 
not even come to work in my of- 
fice but what they get on fire, and 
they are bound either to be an 
evangelist or a missionary. Even 
among my thirty-five workers I 
would get along pretty good, but 
after we have a prayer meeting 
every morning and pray for souls 
and revivals, and soul-winning, 
then the young fellows get on fire 
to get out and win souls. Three 
of them are now in Bob Jones 
College who surrendered to be 
preachers because they came to 
work with me, and got on fire. 
God produces through evangelists 
more than through anybody else, 
missionaries and soul-winners and 
pastors. People ought to quit ly- 
ing on evangelists, and quit slan- 
dering evangelism. 

Brother Vom Bruch, I do not 
know whether you would have the 
figures at hand, but I know of 
dozens and dozens and scores and 
scores of young people whom you 
put in Moody Bible Institute out 
of your revival campaigns.

| “Ma” Sunday, you told me one 


time, after you began to keep a 
record, how many people went in- 
to the ministry out of Billy Sun- 
day’s campaigns. those converted 
in his campaigns. You had a 
record, you told me once. (Mrs. 
Sunday stood and answered as 
follows: ) 

“We did not keep a record at 
first, but there were 434 wn the 
last two years and a half of his 
life who told Billy they were now 
preaching the gospel, and were 
saved in his campaigns. I got a 
letter from a missionary in China 
some years ago, who said that he 
had found ‘ten missionaries in the 
nterior of China who had been 
saved in Billy Sunday meetings 
somewhere!” 

That is what I am saying! I 
am saying that we have the cart 
before the horse. We cannot 
have New Testament Christianity 
without a ministry of God-anoint- 
ed evangelists. Your churches 
will rot: I mean moral rot, I mean 
decay in doctrines. worldliness in 
life, prayerlessness in practice. 
You will have formalism, cultism 
if you do not have the evangelists’ 
‘estimony to the church. 


Criticisms of Evangelists 
Answered 

Now I want you to notice next 
ihe criticism of evangelists.. That 
is very easy. And pretty easy to 
explain, too. I will tell you how 
not to be criticized. It is, not 
do anything much. Do not do any- 
thing. If Bill Sunday had had 
wings and went to Heaven to sleep 
every night, if Bill Sunday had 
been absolutely beyond the pale 
of ordinary humanity at all, if he 
had had great tabernacles seating 
6,000 to 10,000 packed and jam- 
med with people, he would still 
have been criticized. Suppose he 
had revival campaigns and bigger 
crowds than others had, and the 
influence others did not have, and 
won a million souls, why there 
still would have been plenty of 
people slandering him, lying on 
him, hating him, if he had been 
an angel from Heaven! 

The reproach against evangel- 
ists is not mainly because they 
are bad; it is mainly because they 
are good; Now Bill Sunday was 
human, and I am human, and 
Harry Vom Bruch is human, and 
Hyman Appelman, and Bob Jones 
and Dr. Wells, and Dr. MacAr- 
thur, and Dr. Henley — we evan- 


gelists are human, and we do not 
claim to be more than that. But | 
I say to you now, that the princi- 


pal criticism of evangelists is not |- 


because they are wrong, but be 
cause they are right: not becaus:< 
they sell out to sin, but because 
they condemn sin; not becausc 
they are wrong in doctrine, bu’ 
they bear down on the main doc- 
trines of sin, Hell, judgment, re. 
generation, and the blood of 
Christ. What people mainly have 
against evangelists is about mat- 
ters in which they are right. 
Somebody says, “Well, Brother 
Rice, evangelists are sensational.” 
[ have heard that. To preach 
about Hell is pretty sensational, 
is it not? I plead guilty. I us- 
ually start my campaign on Hell. 
In a union campaign, lots of peo- 
ple come in, lots of preachers 
come in. I want to set the tone 
right to start with, so I preach 
on Hell the first Sunday night. 
I preach about an hour and bear 
down. I tell them that anybody 
who does not believe what Jesus 
Christ said about Hell is a hypo- 
crite, is a heathen, he is a pagan, 
he is not even a Christian. I tell 
people never to listen to a 
preacher or pay him a dime that 
does not believe in Hell. I bear 
down. I tell the preachers lined 
up on the platform, “If any 
preacher here does not believe in 


this kind of preaching, well, you |, 


can take your doll buggy and go 
home!” If that is sensational, all 
right then, I am sensational. Go 
ahead. So what? I preach about 
a judgment. I preach that one of 
these days the skeletons will come 
out of their closets, and that the 
ghosts of past sins will come to 
haunt sinners. I say that the 
secret sins will come to light. I 
Say that the murderers of un 
born babies will be shown up. I 
say that the thieves and the liar: 
and the drunkards and the har 
lots and the whoremongers an: 
infidels and unbelievers will get 
what is coming ‘o them. If that 


ig sensational, make the most of | 


—— 


it. That is what we evangelists 
do. I will tell you one thing . 
do not do, that a lot of Bible 
teachers, so-called, do. I do not 
make a false issue to try to prove 
that Jesus is going to come in the 
next few months or years and 
prove it by-the great pyramids, or 
by Daniel's seventy weeks, or by 
Allenby’s entry into Jerusalem. I 
do not make a false sensation. of 
something like that. My sensa- 
tion is the real stuff. I am 
preaching something you have a 
right to be scared about, some- 
thing you have a right to be ex- 
cited about. So evangelists are 
sensational! Is it sensational to 
be against sin? All right, evan- 
gelists, that is my kind. You are 
not going to bluff me out about 
that. 


Somebody says, “I don’t like for 
evangelists to get into politics.” 
You mean, you do not want us to 
preach against the dirty liquor 
traffic. I am going to do it any- 
how. It is in the Bible, and I 
am going to do it. Most of the 
criticism against evangelists is 
what they do right. You do not 
like evangelists because they may 
embarrass some of your best-pay- 
ing members. They will not get 
converted. That is the reason 
people do not like evangelists. 


“Well, Brother Rice,” you say, 
“the evangelists are all out for 
money, all money crazy.” Now, 
evangelists are only human. I do 
not claim more than that for them. 
But the evangelists that I 


know are the most un- 
selfish men in the ~- ministry 
anywhere. You people that run 


down Billy Sunday and slander 
him and le on him—did any of 
you give away $200,000 in a few 
months time? Did any of you 
give $68,000 to set up Pacific 
Garden Mission, and more than 
$120,000 for the service men, Y. 
M. C. A. and Red Cross as Billy 
Sunday gave the two entire of- 
ferings from his Chicago and New 
York campaigns? Do any of you 
pastors give away lumps like 
that? SuppoSe you’ throw the 
first stone after you do some- 
thing like that. You talk about 
evangelists that are all out for 
money. Isn't it strange that the 
evangelists do not have to set 
any price on their services, and 
pastors do? Now I am for pas- 
tors. I do not think there is 
anything necessarily bad_ that 
they get a regular salary; I am 
not criticizing or being unkind. 


But I tell you very frankly, that 
the pastors demand more for 
themselves and want to be more 
sure of it than evangelists do. 
Let me name a few of them. 
Forgive me, now. Did you think 
D. L. Moody was money crazy? 
He would not even take the roy- 
alty money from his song books, 
but put it into building that great 
church, the Chicago Avenue 
Church, later the auditorium of 
Moody Bible Institute, and so the 
nucleus for Moody Church. Do 
you think he was really so com- 
mercial? Do you think so? 


What about Dr. Bob Jones, who 
has put every penny he could rake 
and scrape into Bob Jones Col- 
lege? Now does any sensible per- 
son think that Dr. Bob Jones is 
getting rich for himself, piling up 
money for himself? If you think 
that, you are a poor ignoramus 
who never checked up on what is 
going around.

gets good offerings. 
things about that. I heard him 
say two months ago, “Three- 
fourths of my income, I _ give 
away.” The truth of the matter 
is, he has put himself on a Sal- 
ary, and does not ask a salary 
of anybody else. And all the rest 
of his offerings go into the Inter- 
national Evangelistic Asosciation, 
tens of thousands of dollars is 
spent for Jewish Evangelism, and 
some for Christian literature, and 
some for other things that I know 
about. 

Yet, evangelists are all money- 
crazy! Suppose you had a book 
like Prayer—Asking and Receiv- 
ing, and the royalty would at this 
time have amounted to $16,000-— 
would you have put that all back 
into the work? I have! I signed 
away $75,000 worth of assets on
